DETAILED ACTION 

Oaim Rejectiona - 3B USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 36 U.S.C. 112- 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 36 U.S.C. 112= 

The specification shaU contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 36 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for £dling to particularly poiat out and distinctly daim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 is unclear. Under what conditions is the stability to be determined? For example, 
is the compound in a sealed container, or is it e^qiosed to air? Further, how is ""stable" to be 
determined? Is 0.01% deterioration still stable? 0.1%? 1%? 10%? 

The use of the plural for the last 2 daim 8 terms is in error. There is onoly one ben^l ester 
and only one (^anomethyl ester. 

Claims 1-7, 9, 10 are rejected under 36 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as fedling to 
comply with the written description requirement. The daimCs) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventorCs), at the time the appUcation was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 
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The removal of the limiter ''easily^ has expanded the claims beyond what is described in the 
specification, page 16. Although it was unclear what this meant, it clearly meant 
something, but with it removed, it now additionally covers esters which can be hydrolyzed 
only with difficulty. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new groundCs) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
